The Cheltenham Theatre, burned down in 1839, when under the 
mansgement of Plunkett Gratton, had slways been a losing specu- 
lation, Dor is there any prospect of another Theatre being erected 
ip that favored resort of fashion. The Gloucester Theatre has 
been closed these two years, though to be had ast a nominal rent. 
Brighton never does anything without the attraction of ‘‘ Bright 
particolar stars,” wbo pocket the lion’s share of the receipts on 
their nigbts of performance. H, Bennett mansges to make Coventry, 
Worcester, and Shrewsbury pay. The Leicester Theatre recently
